mixing vats are artificially co o led by 
co lls o f co ld w ater pipes. 
The cleaner nitro gly cerin is made 
the less the danger. 
Co nsequently it 
undergo es any number o f washings be­ 
fo re it is lit fo r use. 
In the earlier 
day s o f its m anufacture nitro gly cerin 
waste w ater was allo wed to run away 
thro ugh o pen drains, o r Into streams. 
It was no t realized that this waste co n­ 
stituted a so urce o f danger until, o ne 
day , a 
flash <»f 
lightning, 
striking 
gro und near a facto ry , which was so ak­ 
ed with this co mpo und, caused a fear­ 
ful explo sio n. 
A cavity twenty feet 
deep was blo wn In the earth, and the 
facto ry itself, altho ugh fully 200 y ards 
away , was practically demo lished.— 
Lo ndo n Answers. 


D e s t r o y in g G u n s. 
It may l>e necessary to destro y guns 
to prevent them falling into the hands 
o f the enemy , o r to make captured 
guns useless. 
If a small amo unt o f 
dy namite o r o ther explo sive is avail­ 
able, o f co urse this can bo do ne very 
effectively . 
If no t, the breech of tin1 
gun is clo sed and the hinge jo ints 
smashed as much as po ssible with a 
handspike o r pick. 
If there is time a 
few rifle sho ts flred at the vital po ints 
o f the gun effectively jam the mechan­ 
ism so as to m ake it useless. 
With 
rifles, the butts are bro ken off and the 
barrels destro y ed as much as po ssible. 
To do this the rifles are well heated 
o ver a tire and smashed up with heavy 
hammers.
